. Andif youlay, how ſhould we know the true Diſci- 
ples of Chriſt Jeſus? here is their Mark,they are tuch that 
love one another z hereby they are known to be Diſci- 
ples: andif you do ſay, How (hall we know the true Be- 
leevers in Chriſt Jeſus? theſe are they that are paſſed 


from Death to Life, and ſuch love both Brethren and 
Enemies. 


Now though there were Haters, and Perſecutors, de- 
nyers of the Reſurreftion, Blaſphemers of God and 


Chriſt, who had all power in Heaven and in Earth, 


given unto him, the Chief Ruler upon the earth, which 
ended: 'the .Law, did not Perſecute any, nor cauſe 
any to beput. Death, to be Perſecuted or Bamthed by 
the Jews Law, but he {aid, Love Enemies: here they dit- 


Fered from: the Phariſees, here was-their mark of being 


Children of the moſt high God. And the Apoitlelaith, 
| C : He 
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He that is born of the Fleſh, ” il perſecute him that is 
born of the Spirit : So here iseach birth, (and they 
which are the Children of the Fleſh, theſe are not the 
Children of God, ) the one will perſecute, and the o- 
| theris theperſecuted, and the Apoltle bids Overcome 
Evi.l with Good. 

Soall the true Worſhippers that Worſhip God in the 
Spirit, inthe Truth, which the Devill is out of, theſe 
cannot perſecute any about Religion, Church and Wor- 
ſhip 3 but are the ſpirituall Men, and have the ſpiritu- 


all Weapons, and theſe are like unto the Apoltles in 


the Primitive Times: Therefore as the Papiſfts have 
perſecated about their Church, Religion and Sacrifice; 
tor which example they have had none from the Apo- 
{tles in the Primitive Times: Let none follow their 
Examples, but Chriſt, who ſaid, Love Enemies, . and 
wreſtle not with Fleſh and Blood 3. but Chriſt ſaid to the 
Diſciples, who would have had Fire come down from 
Heaven, to conſume them who were contrary minded, 
he reproved them, and tells them they knew not what 
Spirit they were of, | _ 

Wheretore they that dodeſtroy mens lives about Wor- 
ſhip, Church and Religion, do not know what Spirit 
they are of ; wherefore how can we truſt our Bodies, 
Souls and Spirits into the Hands of ſuch as know not 
what Spirit they are of themſelves? 

Let there be no forced Maintenance to rhe Miniſters 
that profeſle the Goſpel, but let all be done by Free- 
neſs and Bounty, asit was inthe Apoſtles days; for the 
Papiſts that ſct up Tythes, and pretend the Law of 
God hath been ſince the Apoſtles dayes; which Law of 
God Chriſt ended, and Tythes both, as in Heb. 7. 

Let 
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Let no one be put to Dear Cattel, or Money, or 
ſuch things as many be ; but let them Live to reſtore 
Four Fold, or be Sold for their Theft, and to work 
with their Hands in the thing that 1s Good, according 
to the Apoſtles Doctrine and Command of God ; for the 
Law of God is Juſt and Equal, and Perfect, going over 
all Tranſgreſtion, anſwering the Tranſgrelled Prin- 
ciple in all, and to all men to do as they would be 
done by. 

And many ſay the Lords Prayer, Forgive ## our 
Ti reſpaer: as we forgive them that Treſpaſs againſt us, 
then fall a Perſecuting and Revenging, although with 
their Lips they ſay theſe words; for if they had for- 
given, there had never been Perſecution in the whole 
Chriſtendom fince the Apoſtles dayes. 

Wherefore they that ſay theſe words, Forgive ws 
our Treſpaſſes, as we forgive them that Treſpaſſe againſt 
#5, and doe not the things, are the Sayers, and not 
Doers, like the Phariſees. 

Wherefore conſider, for CHRIST JESUS, the 
Lord of Life, the King of Glory, Lord of Heaven and 
Earth, is come to Reign, toreward every one according 
to their Works, and give every one a Reward for his 
Doings. Wherefore Fear, and Dread the Lord God of 
Hoſts, of Heaven and Earth: For now you have time 
Prize it, ſpend it not as a Tale, or as one that dreameth, 
paſs it not away; for man muſt periſh,or will periſh, living 
in the Earth, out of the Life, being in the Separation 
from God. Wherefore Fear and Tremble betore the 
Living Mighty God of Heaven and Earth, The Lord of 
- Hoſts is his Name. | 
Now whereas there 1s a great Noiſe of Stopping and 

2 Impriſon- 
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Impriſoning the Leaders,and the Heads of the 9x 4keys, 
T hus Chriſt is their Head, And the Head of every man (as 
in Corizthians) and Chriſt in the Female, and heis the 
Head there, who is their Leader to God, who deſtroyes 
the Devil, and his Works, and all the Powers of the 
world cannot limit him. Chriſt, who hath all Power in 
Heaven and in Earth given unto him, . and He in the 
Male and Female, is King, 1s Head, 1s the Leader, 1s 
their Commander, is their Wiſdom, Juſtification and 
SanCtification, is their Redemption, and the Reſur- 
reQion, bringing them to God, into a Lifethatis Ever- 
laſting, without End. So Chriſt 1s the Prophet, and 
King, a King to Rule, a Prophet to Teach, an ever- 
laſting Prieſthood, that offers up the Spirituall Sacrifice 
to God; Heisin Man, in the Male, inthe Female : $0 


Chriſt is 1n all except they be Reprobates; and if he 


be within, he is the Leader to the Father, he is the 
Teacher, he istiic Head, he is the Elder, he is the Firſt, 
he is the Laſt. So here is no ſuch thing among the 
Suakers, which know their Election before the 
World began, whole Salvation is wrought out with 
Fear and Trembling, that are Redeemed from all 
them that have caſt the Fear of God behind them, 
and live wirhout it, without God in the world, and 
no Aflarance of Ele&ion, who Hire men to Lead them 
and Teach them, where there is Exalting, and Heads 
many over them, whom Chri{t is the Head, to Condem- 
nation thathate the Light : Among them are the ſeveral 
Maſters like Phariſees; but to tne Diſciples he ſaid, 7t 
fſoall not be fo among you, Who 1s the Head of his Diſci- 
ples, their 'Feacher and Leader, ſo they have but one 
Head, if they be Ten Thouſand times Ten Thouſand, 

Chriſt 
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Chriſt is the Head in he Vie and Female; and here is 
no Exerciſing Lordſhip among them'over one another, as 
among the- Gentiles; and the Apoſtate Chriſtians are 
got into the Lordſhip, and are Offended it they will not 
give them Earthly Honovr: And the Lord faith, Hs 
Children ſhall be taught of him, and they ſhall be Eſta- 
bliſhed in Righteonſneſs ; And thele are them which 
the Teachers and Protctiors of the world perſecute. 
And the Lord ſaith, Every ore that hath heard, and 
learned of the Father, cometh to the Son + And the 
Apoſtle ſaith, They have the Anointing within them to 
teach them: and they need not man to Teach them, 
but as the ſame Anointing did Teach them. And this he 
Wrote to the Saints concerning them that did ſeduce 
them: And he told them many Antichriſts and Falſe 
Prophets were gone out into the World, and thoſe be 
them that be alwayes Teaching them, that they may be 
alwayes paying them: but the T rue Apoſtles .brought 
people to the Anointing within them; and told them, 
That the Grace of God, which brought Salvation, 
did Teach therr. And God had put his Law in their 
Mindes, and -writ it in their Hearts, whereby they 
they need not ſay. one to another, Know the Lord, 'for 
they all know him, from the leaſt to the greateſt : And 
the Apoltle ſaid to the Hebrews, how that God had 
ſpoke to our Fathers by the Prophets at ſundry times 
but now hath {poke unto us, by, or in his Son, which 1s 
the Teacher, whom we witneſs (thouſands) to be our 
Feacher, and Head, and Leader, Why. perſecutes thou 
ze, Caith Chriſt; It 1s hard for yeto kick againſt that 
which pricks you inyour own Conſctences, faith Chriſt, 
in the Male, inthe Female ; you caſt into Priſon, you do 
not 


not Viſit Chriſt, there,,, you, do not Cloath- him, you 
do not Feed bim, nor give him Drink: Oh! where 
will you appear? where will your end be, that do 
not juſtly» did not Chritt lay theſe plainly down, ſay- 
ing they caſt him in Priſon, and d1d not Viſit him, nor 
Relieve him when he was Sick? and yet now you in Chri- 
ſtendom, do not ſec, and are fo ignorant of him,where
